NEGRO POET A 
MENTAL WRECK 
FROM OVERWORK 


George Wells Parker of Omaha 
Toils So Diligently on Book of 
Essays That Loss of Sleep and 
Insufficient Food Prostrate Him 


HIS AMBITION IS TO 
RAISE RACE STANDARD 


In Effort to Equip Himself for 
Such a Career He Puts His 
Nervous System Under So Great 
a Strain That It Breaks. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


OMAHA, Neb., March )°.—Human efforts 
to do something in the world rarely sur- 


pass the labors of the brilliant George 
Wells Parker, a colored youth of 22, whose 
frenzy for knowledge and achievement 
have left him a mental wreck. 

Friend of Paul Lawrence Dunbar and ad- 
mired by Booker T. Washington, a writer 
of splendid promise, well equipped with a 
therough education, a great future had 
been confidently predicted-for him by his 
friends in Omaha. First in his thoughts 
was ever the welfare of his race. 

Engaged in a work in which the energies 
of both mind and soul were concentrated, 
he applied himself so constantly that he 
could not be persuaded to desist until the 
limit of mental endurance had been 
reached. In the quiet of his chamber by 
the light of his lamp, he worked many a 
night’ through. Surrounded with his books 
and the piles of notes which he compiled! 
he toiled, inspired by hopes that swelled 
within his breast and by dreams of things 
seemingly fated never to be realized. 

Overcoming disadvantages that would 
have effectively impeded many, he strove to 
educate himself, realizing that no effort 
toward self-improvement ts thrown away. 
Parker is but 22 years of age, but has seen 
much of the world, and possesses an un- 
usually good education. He is the son of 
A. W. Parker, residing at 925 North Twen- 
ty-seventh street, who is well known in 
Omaha, having been engaged in business 
here for many years. He was born in 
this city and attended the high school, 
completing all but the last year of the 
course. While in school he was a leader 
among his classmates, and won distinction 
as an orator and elocutionist of exception- 
al powers. , 

The story told by his parents of how he 
studied and orked is affecting. It was 
with feelings of pride tempered by sad- 
ness that they exhibited one of the prizes 
he won while in school. It consisted of a 
diploma awarded to him for the best es- 
say on ‘Modern History,’ exhibited at 
the Trans-Mississippi Exposition in 1898. 
The contest In which he was a victor was 
open to all colleges and schools in the 
country. 


Writings Well Received. 


He attended Howard University in 
Washington, D. C., for two years. He de- 
voted himself to the study of law, but did 
not finish the course. Through the offices 


of Congressman Mercer he was appointed 


to a clerkship in the census bureau, and 
was later promoted a number of times. 
While in the capital city ne made the ac- 
quaintance of Booker T. Washington and 
Paul Lawrence Dunbar and imbibed many 
of their views. 

Returning to Omaha he began to de- 
velop his literary abilities. He longed to 
achieve something of note that would bring 
him distinction and make him a force in 
advancing the interests of his race in this 
vountry. For the past two years he has 
written extensively and with a good meas. 
ure of success. Many of his productions 
have been published in magaz.nes. 

To ald him tn his work of Invest gation, 
he set about to accumulate a library. Lim- 
ited as were his means, he succeeded in 
making a good collection of over 100 vol- 
umes. His library contains encyclopedias, 
works on sacience, literature, history, art 
a religion and many volumes of poetry. 
From his readings he took copious notes 
and memorized them, thus incorporating 
into his own knowledge ideas of the wisest 
and soundest nature. 

lie was conversant with many branches 
of learning. He was familiar with the 
teachings of Huxley, Darwin and Comte. 
In philosophy, he turned to Plato, 


Arias- | 


totle and Socrates of the ancient school | 


Hume and Spinoza of the 
Sociology and political econ- 
omy and ethies were also delved into by 
him, and he was a devoted student of 
such men as Cobden, John Stuart Mills 
and Gladstone, Besides, he read and stud- 
fed widely in general literature,‘and mas- 
tered the Greek language unalded. 

Although had a great knowledge of 
he was greatly attached to acience. 
In his ena the diversified character of 
his mental attainments is evideng and in 
them can be traced a pronounced spirit of | 
scionce, associated with a milder one of! 
hilosophy. He wrote & great deal of) 
poetry of considerable merit. To the stars 
he addreesee himself thus in veree:

“You remember how beautiful the fairy- 
land of childhood was; now full of little 
creatures who used to hitch the golden- 

winged butterfites to their chariot of rose 
leaves ard leave their kingdom to help 
g00d boys and girls; how they used to 
wave their tiny wands, instantly bringing 
riches and so many other beautiful things 
to those who loved them, and also what 
dire punishment they would visit on those 
who are had and wicked. Then, too, there 
were the malignant fairies, the gnomes, 
dwarfs and spirits who could only find 
pleasure in tormenting man. It was in 
this dreamy world that our childish minds

and unsullied, to the undefiled mind. We 
ean better learn our rules of life from 
the things which we .once understood 
than to guess at riddles which no one can 
understand. In this fairy world we 
learned to know the good fairies from 
the bad; learned to know that it is al- 
ways better to do right than wrong, and 
that to do what is right implies that 
they lived happily ever afterwards. To 
know anything we must start at the be- 
ginning, and only at the beginning do we 
find the stream Iimpid and pure.” 

The book he was writing consisted of 
essays, and was entitled, “Because."" The 
efforts he bestowed on this work, becom- 
ing constantly more labored, finally result- 
mentai frenzy. While his parents 
anxiously besought him to take precau- 
tions for his health, he would not stop 
for a moment's rest, Fascinated by his

; i ‘Records Show More Buildings | 


IS EUGENE YSAYE 


St. Louis Hears the Noted Belgian 
Again, and Hails Him 
as a Master. 


The piano has its Paderewski; the violin 
its Ysaye. 

The pre-eminence of the one seems no 
more than the pre-eminence of the other. 
The Pole appears to have distanced all 
contemporaneous planists, and St. Louis 
lovers of the violin are in a mood today 
to believe that the Belgian has no equal 
in his mastery of the violin. 

The violin is enjoying a great vogue in 
St. Louls just now. Within thirty hours 
after Franz Von Vecsey had played to a 
fine audience at the Garrick Theater, Eu- 
gene Ysave stepped out upon the Odeon 
stage last night to an audience which, 
while it no more than half filled the main 
floor of the auditorium, had a student body 
representation of such surprising propor- 
tions in the balcony that it amounted to a 
fine house. There were more than 1000 pér- 
gons in that great balcony, and, consider- 
ing that Ysaye has no mannerisms, but 
offers only genius and soul and technique 
in legitimate violin playing as it is taught 
in the Belgian school, this indicated an 
audience of musicians and music lovers, 
rather than a curious crowd. 
This new impresario of ours, 
Strine, introduced an innovation (for St. 
Louis) at the Odeon last night. He made 
a student rate for the baicony, something 
they have in all the music centers of 
Europe and even in some of the cities of 
the east. Mr. Strine’s experiment with it 
last night yielded wonderful results. It 
seemed that a truly musical atmosphere 
was in the place. The muse held the hall 
to the exclusion of Dame Fashion. No* 
that there were not many pretty gowns 
and many men in their smart clothes; but 
that was not what they were there for. 
Ysaye caught the spirit of the place. 
He was in fine humor. He denied his audi- 
ence nothing. When that great crowd in 
the balcony wanted an encore he gave it 
to them: and when, after the last regular 
number, the balcohy stuck to its seats with 
no apparent intention of budging there- 
from until the aftiet played again, the 
stolid and pulchritudiness Belgian grace- 
fully waived the point and supnpemented 
hie program with Wientwski's “Souvenir 
de Mosceow,.”’ which sent the audience out 
with tte blood tingling.

Today Ysaye is 43 years of age. He is 
a greater master of the violin than when 
he made us his first visit, by the common 
testimony of those who have herd him 
both times. Despite his physical immens- 
ity and the seeming heaviness about him, 
he is the most nimble-fingered of all the 
violinists we have heard within recent 
years. His fingering and orchestral effects 
are wonderful. One heard .at times last 
night tones which were new for the violin. 
His shading is an art in itself, and. it 
is unlikely that any other such beautiful 
exposition of it has been heard here as 
that which he gave in the Schumann 
spring song. Here, as in the “Serenade 
Melancolique,”” by Tschaikowskli, his light 
shading was offered in exquisite contra- 
distinction to that singularly strong and 
dignified shading which he did in the first 
move.nent of Bruch’s Concerto in D mi- 
nor, 

It is no exaggeration to say that Ysaye 
can make his yiolin whistle like a_ bird; 
in fact, there is all the fairy music of 
the deep wood in the skill of this master 
rnagician 

His opening number was the 
Sonata’ of Beethaven. This 
almost three-quarters of an hour, 
but as he passed from one to another of 
the three movements of the great compo- 
sition—which puts to the test every part 
of his art—his audience, far from tiring. 
siitied with admiration for the com- 
viete ski'l of the man 

Ysaye was accompanied upon the piano 
by M. DeRBefve, wh6 also plaved three 
short compositions by Rubinstein, Mozart 
and Saint-Saens.

His resemblance 
t a Russian lHeutenant leads him. how- 
ever, into other fields of adventure which 
prove as exciting as Manchuria might 
have been.

NEW YORK, March 21.—The Tribune 
(Rep.) says that the ‘“‘Missouri Legislatur 
is to be congratulated on its choice of ; 
United States senator. Maj. William 
Warner is a fit successor to Francis M. 
Cockrell. He-stands for what is best In the 
Republican organization. Though an ar- 
dent Republican he isnot a narrow-mind- 
ed partisan. 

“The Missouri leaders will do well 
discourage the spirit of selfishness and in- 
subordination which kept the joint 4s- 
sembly so long deadlocked. Southern and 
border state Republicans, not often in- 
trusted with political power, do not seem 
to be able to realize its responsibilities. 
They are reluctant to submit to discipline 
or to admit the claim of a fairly won ma- 
jority nomination. In Delaware factional- 
ism is chronic. In Maryland and in Ken- 
tucky the same spirit has been unduly 
shown, the last two Republican senators 
from those states having been chosen after 
deadlocks almost as‘obstinate as that just 
ended in Missouri. 

“These clashes, precipitated for the most 
part by personal revenge and personal am- 
bition, betray a fatal narrowness of vision 
and lack of public spirit. To command re- 
spect a party must subordinate its feuds 
to the fulfillment of its duties and the ac- 
complishment of its larger public pur- 


poses.”’

English Lightweight Champion Makes No Boast on Meeting 
American Sport Lovers in New York—Crowd at Pier Fails 
to Recognize Dapper Young Fellow as Fighter.

NEW YORK, March 21.—Jabez White, 


minus eight pounds, which he left on the 
broad Atlantic, arrived on the Cedric. In 
speaking of his coming fight with Jimmy 
Britt, he startled a throng of followers of 
pugilism by frankly declaring, ‘“‘may the 
best man win.” It was typical of the 
clean cut lightweight champion of England. 

Curiously enough, few of those gathered 
at the pier were able to pick White out 


as he came down the gangplank. Char- 
ley Mitchell, his manager, was instantly 
recognized. Behind him came half a dozen 
passengers, but ho little thick-set, square- 
jawed being, such as many expected to 
see, appeared. White was just behind 
Mitchell, but he had the appearance of a 
swagger young athletic traveler. He stands 
5 feet 714 inches, is well built, has clear 
blue ever, a long straight nose and a 
straight, determined mouth. He has neith- 
er a cauliflowered ear nor a broken nose; 
in fact, there is not a scratch on him. He 
wore a long, black broadcloth overcoat, 
with a wide Astrakhan collar, black derby, 
a suit of dark mixture, and a small blue 
polka dot bow tie. In his hand he carried 
a Wetzel wood cane with a small silver 
band below its curved handle. With his 
other hand the little Englishman uncon- 
sciously gave an idea of his prowess. 
Dangling from it was * Gladstone bag, 
which he carried as if tt was the weight 
of so many feathers, but it tipped the 
scales at ® pounds. 

When Mitchell introduced White to a 
friend the little fighter became the center 
of attraction on the pier. The longshore- 
men, express men, cab men and custom 
house officials crowded around to look Ae 


over. 


White is extremely modest, but the fact 
that he was object of curiosity had no 
effect on him. He has a warm handshake 
for everybody and a thank you for every 
good wish. 

When asked what he will do to Britt he 
Téplied simply: “I'll do my best.’’ 

White has an answer for every question 
put to him. He stands firmly on his feet 
and makes no gestures. In fact, his arms 
seem so motionless as to make one wonder 
what it would be like if he should suddenly 
square off in battle. 

At the Delavan Hotel, where White and 
Mitchell are staying, Tom O'Rourke told 
the litt?e Englishman to give an account 
of himself, adding, “You are now 4 pugil- 
ist in America and must now do as Ameri- 
cans do.”’ 

“All right, here goes,” said White. “I 
was born at Birmingham, England, Oct 
20, 1878. I began fighting when I was 18 
years old. During my ring career I have 
fought sixty times—yes, I won them all.
